Investrgntors working UMer tho

cars brought^ati'for storage or repair. 
,T^Ile 'record. If the law is compiled 
with, should show the license num- 
ber of the car, the serlixl number and 
the engine number. 

The purpose of this act Is to make 
tie detection of automobile thefts 
ensler and to. facilitate the return of 

stolen cars. ■ 

Secretary of State Emnierson col- 
lects fr-om local sheriffs and police 
authorities the numbers of aU stolen 
automobiles. Thefle are published 
weekly hi bulletin form and sent to 
all sheriffs and. chiefs of police In 

the state. 

If every garage kept a register show- 
ing the numbers of all cars brought In 
for storage or repair. It would be 
much easier for the police to trace 

these cars. , . •, « 

I InvesUgatlon shows that only a 
small percentage of garag« coinply 
with this law. . 

Only 10 per cent of drivers of auto- 
mobllea exercise the /proper car6 In 
crossing rnllrond grade crossings. The 
great majority of drivers do not look 
either way before crossing, and others 
look only one way. Many take, a long 
chance by rushlns across the track 
when they see a train approaching. 

Accidents at ■ street Intersections 
would be unknown If drivers would 
slow down on approaching tho Inter- 
section and always, obe^^ the right-of- 
way, law.' ' 

Automobile .^rivers are not mind 
readers. Always signal when you ex- 
pect to stop or turn. 



Inefficient or Improper brake action 
on automobiles Is a constant menace 
to both the owner and to the general 
public, Secretary of State Louis L. Em- 
merson declared today in discussing the 
provisions of the automobile laws, Uie 
enforcement of which is under his dl- 

rectlon, 

"The law provides," he said, "that 
•every motor vehicle and motor bicycle 
while In use on a public highway shall 
be pro>ided with good and sumclent 
brakes and also with a bell, horn or 
otlier signaling device.' This Is a wise 
provision. ^Vlthout proper brakes a 
driver Is In constant danger of col- 
lision, ne sliould not endanger his 
own life In this way. nnd he certainly 
has no right to endanger the lives of 

others. 

"It Is Important that every owmer 
of an automobile see that he hn^ a 
good quality of brake lining and that 
it Is properly installed. Frequent 
tests for proper brake .ndjuatmontj 
should be made. The lining should 
kept fre^ from oil and grease, '^j.jg 
should be made every ^^^ousand jg^jj^^ 
or at least once a numth to ma^ ^^^^

Great Majority of Persons Killed by 
, Trains at» Crosalnfls Were 
in Autos. 



The railroads of the country have 
Inaugurated a nntlon-wlde campaign 
In the Interest of greater precaution 
at grade crossings. Statistics sho^v 
that tlie great majority of accidents 
on railroads occur at grade crossings 
and that by far the greater number 
of persons killed at crossings are In 
automobiles. 

. The National Safety council reports 
tliat In 1010 a total of 1,784 persons 
were killed at .highway grade cross- 
ings In the United States, and of tills 
number 1.232 were (iccupanta of auto- 
mobiles or.trucics. The same ratio 
holds good In other years covered by 
the report 

"Proper precaution would have pre- 
vented practically every one of these 
accidents/* Secretary of State Em- 
merson said today. "If the law Is 
obeyed the number of accidents at , 
grade crossings will become negligi- 
ble." ' 

A train running 00 miles an hour 
cannot be stopped in less than a quar- 
ter of a mile, but an automobile run- 
ning 25 miles an hour can bo stopped 
In 58 feet If the brakes are good. It 
is up to the automobile to stop, 

Tho word "Stop" at a railroad grade 
crossing is put there to save life, but 
It can't do It unless tlie automobile 
driver obeys. 

If every good citizen who "drives 
an automobile would report all viola- 
lions of the traffic laws, violations 
would soon bo very rare. 

Don't get the Idea that because you 
are In an automobile you own the 
street Tho pedestrian has a right to 
croas It .

TRACES STOLEN CARS 

— '* 

Statewide Reporting System Estab- 
lished by Emmcrson Helps Get 
Back Autos. 

Several hundred stolen automobiles 
have been recovered during the past 
3-ear as a result of a new bulletin sys- 
tem established by Secretary of State 
Louis L. 13mmerson under the terms of 
an ncttAdopted by the last. general as- 
sembly. Sheriffs and chiefs of po- 
lice throughout tlie state for^vard to 
the secretary of state the numbers and 
descriptions of uU stolen automobiles 
In their communities. These are com- 
piled once a -week and forwarded to 
every sherlfT and police department In 
ilUnola. Tills aids greatly in the de- 
tection ot st6\^n cars. 

One of the dlfllcultles lmpt.>dlng the 
success of this system. Secretary Em- 
merson declares, Is the failure of Bor- 
ages to comply with th'- law requiring 
them, to rogLster the oar und engine 
numbers of every automobile; placed 
In the garage for storage or repairs. 
Only a very small percentage of gar- 
ages are complying with this provision. 
If each garagi? kept an accur^tc reg- 
ister of all the riirs received It would 
be merely a nmttcr of detail for the 
police ollicer to check over the rc;xis- 
ter with the nuniliers In the stolen 
cnr bulletin I^sned- by the secretary 
of sta.e and thus find stolen cars.

SET FIRE TO THE TIPPLE 



Mob of 400 Fires on Guards at Rich- 
land Coal Company's Plant Near 
Wcllsburg— State Police 
Now in Charge. 

Wellahurg. W. Va.. July lO.-Shcrlff 
H H Duvall and six other persons 
,vore' killed and twenty-five othere 
wounded in a fight at the Standard 
mine of Hie Itlchlnml Coal company, 
two miles from Wellsburg, 

Thomns-H. 'Duvall. who. was with 
his father, Sherin: Duvall, when he 
was killed In the fight was elected 
sheriff by the Broke county court. 
He at once took charge of the fiUuii- 
tlon, with the assistance of Sherltt 
Clause, of Wheeling, and a body o- 
Btato police. . 

Nine of the men In the mob, sup- 
posed to he striking miners from Penn- 
sylvnnlo, have, been arrested and are 
in Jiill, and three, of them who were 
Injured have been taken to a hospital 
in Wheeling, according to Information 
nt the mayor's ofllee here. 

The attacking party, said to number 
several hundred, opened fire on the 
mine guards ami ■sberlfTs deputies 
from surrounding hills, according to 
Information at the mayor's ojllce. 
Standing behind trees and rocks high 
np In the bills, the attnckers opened a 
deadly fire, picking olT the guards nnd 
deputies one by one. . 

The iherlfC's men. oul numbered more 
than ten to one, kept firing tmtll their 
nssallant^ abandoned the field. 

After resistance had weakened, the 
nttuckcrs swooped down on the mine 
and scl flro to, the tipple. 

T. H, Duvall accompanied the.hody 
of ills father to their home here. 

"There had been rumors for. some 

time that the mine was to be attacked. 

It had been operating nonunion and 

we heard the attack was to be made 

Boon." Mr. Duvall said. "The sUerlfC 

had a detail of men at the mine, but 

he gathered up a number of others 

here In Wellahurg and we went out to 

the mine. The report was that a big 

crowd oC men were on their way from 

over the state line, and after we 

reached tho mine .the sheriff placed 

guards around the property. 

"Nothing hoppened until about 
daybreak, when firing began from the 
top of tho bill above the mine opening. 
We rtHdIed to the fire and the sheriff 
ordered the men to move up the hill, 
mev responded, firing, as they went. 
The* sheriff renched the top before be 
was killed. I saw Mm a few minutes 
before and lie was hurrying after a 
small pnrt of the inoh. I suppose he 
was killed shortly after that, because 
I found hlfi body there when I came
